Local man awarded for heroic action

On Oct. 3, while away in 
Newfoundland, Mark Kimmel received 
word that he was the recipient of the 
Commendation Citation award by the 
Lifesaving Society of Canada. 

The citation is awarded to a person who 
is deserving of recognition for a humani¬ 
tarian act. 

Kimmel’s act originated earlier that 
year, following a series of cold spells that 
lead up to March 12, 2011. 

Miller McCoy, age 73, was visiting his 
nephew Kimmel at KimmeTs private ice- 
fishing dugout on his farm. 

The dugout was aerated from below, 
keeping a hole open on the surface of t he 
ice throughout the winter as a result. 

“He was at my place, and I was at the 
neighbour’s down the road about a mile 
away, getting straw for the kids and chat¬ 
ting about hockey and that sort of stuff,” 
said Kimmel. 

Meanwhile, in his heavy winter wear, 


McCoy waited for his nephew to return. 

“Finally I was sitting there and said, ‘Oh 
hell’, got out my fishing rod and went to 
go fishing anyway,” said McCoy. 

Unfortunately, there was a problem 
with the ice that neither Kimmel nor 
McCoy was aware of. 

The aerated hole had been much larger 
just a few weeks before, but due to the 
severe cold snap, the hole had contracted 
and shrunk, leaving a thinner crust of ice 
around it, unbeknownst to either of the 
men. 

“When I walked on it, it never cracked,” 
McCoy explained. “The current under the 
water from the aeration took my bobber 
out of my sight. There was a log there, 
and 1 smacked the ice with it to break off 
a piece to see it. I was probably about six 
feet from the actual hole.” 

However, as he turned around the thin¬ 
ner than suspected ice broke from 
beneath him. 

“Down I went,” McCoy said. “I wasn’t 
worried though, I stayed calm and tried to 
get out. I put my arm up and pushed to 


the edge of the ice and held on. But with 
my big heavy winter coat and boots and 
all that, and the current underneath it was 
hard, and I ended up breaking off other 
pieces of ice.” 

McCoy held strong though. 

Fifteen minutes later, Kimmel returned 
to his farm and spotted McCoy trapped in 
the water. 

“I come around the corner and I see his 
head sticking out of the ice,” said 
Kimmel. “And the first thing I thought 
was, ‘What did you do now, boy?’” 

Kimmel first went to turn off the air line 
and kill the current in the water, then ran 
out to help his trapped uncle in the freez¬ 
ing water. 

There was a chair nearby, which 
Kimmel passed to McCoy to help hoist 
him from the water. However, McCoy’s 
hands slipped. 

“I couldn’t hold on, so he crawled out 
on the ice on his stomach and got me by 
the wrists,” said McCoy. “After that I had 
to be like a walrus and flopped my way 
out.” 


Kimmel pulled McCoy out of the icy 
water and onto the thicker, safer surface, 
then quickly got his tired uncle inside and 
removed the wet clothes. 

“1 got him inside and thawed out, we sat 
drinking coffee and Baileys for over an 
hour,” said Kimmel. 

“I was shaking there for the better time 
I was inside, all purple, but when it 
stopped I got in my truck and went 
home,” said McCoy. 

McCoy was perfectly fine after the res¬ 
cue, with no hospital visit required. 
However, while Kimmel said that McCoy 
seemed rather calm about the whole 
ordeal, McCoy admits that looking back 
now, and even a night after the event, it 
was indeed a very scary situation. 

“It was just one of those things, it was 
an honest mistake because of that ice 
crust,” McCoy said. 

McCoy told his wife, Elaine, the story of 
his rescue, and Elaine signed up and told 
the tale to the Livesaving Society of 
Canada.

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lYuck thieves lead police on ‘crazy fast’ pursuit 

Pair of Dodge Rams stolen and jewels lifted during break-in at rural residence south of Olds

Didsbury and Olds RCMP art* looking 
for two suspects who led police on a 
“crazy fast” pursuit on a rural road dur¬ 
ing an afternoon crime spree when two 
trucks were stolen and jewelry was 
lifted during a burglary at a rural 
residence. 

Cpl. Warren Wright, of the Didsbury 
RCMP, said his detachment received a 
call from the Calgary Police Service at 
about noon on Oct. 26 that a 2006 Dodge 
Ram pickup truck had been stolen from 
a city industrial yard. Wright said keys 
for the truck had been removed from a 
shop at the yard. 

Didsbury RCMP was advised the truck 
had a GPS tracking device and was in the 
area, northwest of Didsbury. 

Wright said Didsbury RCMP went to 


the area and met members of Olds 
RCMP. He said the truck was spotted at 
about 1 p.m. and a pursuit was initiated. 
It was terminated after about a minute, 
said Wright 

“It wasn’t like he was evading us. We 
had to stop as he was going crazy fast,” 
said Wright, adding police saw one male 
in the fleeing truck. “We had to termi¬ 
nate pursuit because it was estimated he 
was accelerating beyond 160 kilometres 
an hour on a rural road. We did not want 
the public to be put in danger because of 
this pursuit.” 

Wright said while RCMP terminated its 
pursuit members continued to track the 
suspect through the GPS in the truck. 

“The problem with the GPS was a four- 
minute delay. We were always four min¬ 
utes behind," said Wright. 

Meanwhile, RCMP did determine the 
suspect ultimately headed east across 


the QK II and near the intersection of 
Rge. Rd. 281 and Twp. Rd. 322. 

In that area a vehicle drove into a 
farmyard south of Olds and two people 
entered a farm residence and stole per¬ 
sonal property, including jewelry, said 
Wright. 

“It was a quick in and out thing. It was 
random and driven by opportunity," said 
Wright, adding the time of the break-in 
was about about 2:15 p.m. “They had to 
have known police were searching for 
them.” 

He said the homeowner was at the 
house during the burglary and heard two 
voices. The homeowner did not see the 
burglars' faces but did see the truck, said 
Wright. 

Wright said the burglars immediately 
left the scene without harming the home- 
owner and headed south. 

He said RCMP continued to track the 


Dodge truck and police ultimately locat¬ 
ed it east of Carstairs, abandoned in a 
farmyard, just north of 11 wy. 581 and 
Rge. Rd. 284. Wright said a police dog 
was immediately sent to the scene. It 
was determined the suspects fled the 
scene in another vehicle, said Wright. 

“We speculate they were on their cell¬ 
phones and had somebody meet them in 
that area,” he said. 

Later that afternoon RCMP received a 
report of another stolen truck, a white 
1996 Dodge Ram from a farmyard a few 
kilometres southwest of where the first 
truck was found abandoned. 

“We believe the thefts are related. It is 
too coincidental not to be,” said Wright. 

Anyone with information about the 
thefts or the whereabouts of the culprits, 
believed to be two males, is asked to 
contact Didsbury RCMP at 403-335-3382 
or Olds RCMP at 403-556-3324.

Premier should 
act on drunk 
driving 

I)AN SINGLETON 

With hundreds of Canadians of all ages having 
already died this year at the hands of drunk driv¬ 
ers, the long and grim line of impaired driving 
deaths dating back decades continues to grow 
without interruption. 

Unmatched in its ability to destroy lives and 
cost millions and millions of dollars in health¬ 
care and policing every year, drunk driving is 
probably the most widely condemned and hated 
criminal offence anywhere in Canada today - and 
for good reason. 

As such, newly elected Alberta Premier Alison 
Redford should be encouraged to make the fight 
against drunk driving one of her government’s top 
priorities. 

And while drunk driving carnage is nothing new 
in Alberta - the province, sadly, has one of the 
worst drunk driving per capita records in Canada 
- the fact that impaired driving deaths continue to 
pile up is proof positive that more needs to be 
done. 

Although tougher drunk driving laws will have 
to come from the federal government, Premier 
Redford already has a readymade way to take up 
the dnink driving fight. That is, she could and 
should follow the lead of British Columbia in 
imposing harsh new provincial administrative 
penalties against impaired motorists here. 

In B.C., drivers pulled over and found to have 
high blood alcohol levels not only face Criminal 
Code charges, they also now face mandatory vehi¬ 
cle impounds and hundreds of dollars in adminis¬ 
trative penalties. 

Last week Premier Redford reportedly said she 
is considering following B.C.’s lead. 

“I’ve spoken for a long time about administra¬ 
tive penalties for drunk driving,” said Redford. “I 
did that when 1 was minister of justice and I did 
that during the leadership campaign as well. 

“I’ve said it’s part of what my commitments will 
be. We’ll ask the justice minister to take a look at 
that, but it’s certainly been part of the agenda I’ve 
committed to bring forward." 

B.C. premier Christy Clark says the new penal¬ 
ties have already had a positive impact on drunk 
driving in her province. 

“If you go and you talk to the families of people 
who have lost loved ones to drunk drivers, you 
find out pretty quick how much they would have 
appreciated laws that might have cut drunk driv¬ 
ing fatalities in half because it might have been 
their relatives who were spared,” said Clark. 

West Central Alberta residents, along with all 
other Albertans, will be closely watching to see 
how Premier Redford tackles the scourge of 
impaired driving. 

If imposing British Columbia-style penalties in 
Alberta w ill help stem the drunk driving carnage, 
then Premier Redford can rest assured she will 
have the support of the vast majority of Albertans 
in doing so.

In your recent article in the 
October 25 edition of the Review, 
you wrote of the fundraising efforts 
of the Didsbury Band Society for the 
upcoming 2012 hand trip to London, 
England. I am glad to see some local 
organizations stepping up to the 
plate, but unfortunately much more 
is needed. 

The Didsbury High School band 
has been invited to perform at the 
2012 Canadian and Friends Band 
Festival in London, England, in 
April. Dr. Glenn D. Price, president 
of the World Association for 
Symphonic Bands and Ensembles 
and a leading international conduc¬ 
tor, will be the festival leader. In 
order to participate in this festival, 
interested bands had to audition for 
a spot. Dr. Price is a professor of 
music at the University of Calgary, 
lie was an adjudicator at the 
Whistler, B.C. Band Festival in 2010 
and after hearing our band play, 
invited them to be one of the five 
Canadian bands chosen to perform 


in England. 

This is an incredible honour and 
opportunity for our children to be 
part of an international music festi¬ 
val and to learn new skills from and 
interact with musicians from other 
parts of the world. 

For the last year, the Didsbury 
Band Society has applied to numer¬ 
ous private and government organi¬ 
zations, including the Town of 
Didsbury, the provincial and federal 
governments and the local oil and 
gas companies for funding grants. 

To date, they have been refused any 
substantial financial assistance. The 
society was hoping to receive 
monies to either cover or defray 
some of the costs to parents for 
their child’s travel expenses, as well 
as money to cover the cost of new 
shirts and jackets for the band mem- 
!>ers. There are also some students 
who w ill be missing out on this rare 
opportunity because they cannot 
afford to go. I think this is shameful. 

The D1IS band is representing not 
only Didsbury, but Alberta and 
Canada on an international stage 
and we cannot manage to support 
them. We can, however, fund numer¬ 
ous other artistic endeavours 
throughout the country. If you 
search the web for both the Canada 


Council of the Arts and the Culture 
Alberta websites you can browse the 
list of recent grant recipients. Here 
is a small sampling of the millions of 
dollars distributed to community 
groups, professional organizations 
and commercial ventures in Alberta 
alone in 2010: Theatre Calgarv, 
$120,000; Freehold Petroleum & 
Natural Gas Owners Association, 
$12,092.65; Happy Cat Sanctuary 
Society of Alberta, $12,324.92; 
History Graduate Students 
Association of Calgary, $15,455.35; 
Altador Gymnastics Club, $18,408; 

A1 Azhar Shrine (Mounted Patrol) 
Society, $16,834, to name just a few. 

1 am sure all of the recipients’ 
deserve their grant monies, hut are 
our children not just as deserving? 
The DHS band members have prac¬ 
tised long and hard to achieve their 
current level of excellence. They are 
being recognized by people outside 
their community for their hard 
work, but cannot seem to find the 
support they deserve from their own 
town, province or country. How can 
we expect these Didsbury kids to 
continue to strive for excellence in 
all they do, when we ourselves place 
so little value on their achievement?

“I grew up on a ranch and we had cattle, and we did a lot of

O’Neill. “That’s how I got interested." 

It was not ;m immediate jump into the saddle for O’Neill, though. 
He waited until he was older, around the age of 17, before get¬ 
ting on his fust bucking horse, and starting a lifelong sports 
passion. 

“I was instantly hooked," said O'Neill. 

O’Neill went to a school to stall off his rodeo career, working up 
the ranks as his skill and experience increased. 

“Like anything, you start at a novice level and work up,” said 
O’Neill. 

Between 1990 and 1992, O'Neill made a name for himself in the 
Australian rodeo scene, winning Rookie of t he Year and the pro¬ 
fessional amateur title. 

O’Neill’s first taste of Canadian rodeo was in 1999 though, trav¬ 
elling to Alberta to take part in the Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association event. 

“It was great, my first time in Canada, I really enjoyed it," said 
O’Neill, who travelled with friends to compete. 

O’Neill would return to Canada periodically, winning the $50,000 
prize in Calgary in 1995 and a Canadian champion title in 2000. 

He was runner-up in the world championships in 2001 and 2003, 
and took the world champ title in 2002. 

During thus time, O’Neill settled in Canada and married in 1996, 
moving to Didsbury after 2000, where he’s lived with his family for 
over 10 years. 

In 2004 however, O’Neill broke his leg and was out of commis¬ 
sion for five months. 

“I was on the horse, in a bad position I suppose,” said O’Neill. 
“It's a bit hard to explain, but basically my foot was caught in the 
saddle.” 

When he recovered, however, he returned to the sport as soon 
as he could. 

“I got right back in right away,” said O’Neill. 

O’Neill’s informal induction ceremony was held at the Ponoka 
Stampede grounds this month as per his choosing, and feels good 
about the commemoration. 

“It’s a pretty good feeling to be acknowledged,” he said. “The
